SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The dominant effect of the magazine is concentrated images of male ejaculation on a 
large number of different women’s faces and bodies. Throughout the magazine the 
men are depicted as being in control of the activity while the women remain passive. 
Within this context the sexual activity of the men presents as degrading conduct. The 
limited presentation of other sexual activity apart from ejaculation emphasises the 
degrading nature of the sexual conduct. The sole presentation of women coated in 
ejaculate degrades the women depicted. Such an intense focus lends little regard to 
the personalities of the women depicted. The women merge into a collection of 
surfaces for ejaculate rather than being identifiable individuals. This manner of 
presentation dehumanises the women. In addition by allowing themselves to be 
presented in this manner the women demean themselves. 

The overall effect of the magazine is that women are objects designed to be used and 
controlled by men. Their function is to sexually satisfy male sexual needs rather than 
to participate actively in a mutually beneficial sexual relationship. Such an assumption 
implies that women as a sex are inherently inferior to men. The magazine is classified 
as:
